Physicians ta Join Protest. 

Another organization expected to be rep- 
resented is the Chicago Medical society, 
which is seeking reduction in telephone rates 
for physicians. ‘The society appointed a 
committee consisting of Dr. W. A. Evans, Dr. 
Frank Billings, and Dr. John B. Murphy, to 
eali on the council committee, 

The physicians complain of the excessive 
outlay for telephone service they are com- 
pelled to make They must have phones in 
their offices, their residences, and in addi- 
tion use slot phones frequenty from different 
parts of the city to keep in touch with their 
offices and residences. 

“I. pay more for telephoning than I do for 
my food.“ said one physician at the meeting 
at which the reduction was urged. 

Still another delegation will be a ¢ommit- 
tes of the South Chicago Business Men's 
association, which will be headed by Presi- 
dent Jacob Schlosser and Ald. Moynihan.

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Letters complaining ot the awit 404 
charges of the Chicago company and of the 
conditions in New York under the measured 
rate plan continue to pour in upon Mayor 
Dugne. 

In a communication Attorney L. J. lun 
of the firm of Blum & Blum shows how the 
telephone company is attempting to collect 
under the measured rate $100 in excess of the 
maximum charge of $125.. The letter says 
in part: 

“I cam give you the most accurate infor- 
mation, having had dealings with the Chi- 
cago Telephone company for many years. 
In March, 1902, we had a so-called contract 
with the telephone company, under which we 
were to pay for 2,500 calls a year about $140. 

At that time we obtalned an Injunction in 
the Oircuf? court restraining them from 
charging us more than $125. Since that 
time we have paid them $125 a year, ths 
amount allowed by the ordinance, and now 
they claim we owe them for that portion 
which is restrained by the injunction; in 
other words, for extra calle $410, which gives 
an average of about $100 cost a year over 
the $125. 

I have no hesitation in saying that the 
ordinary law office, according to a measured 
service, would have to pay between $200 
and $300 a year on a measured service, and 
many mercantile houses, which have occa- 
sion to use the phone often, would have to 
pay many hundreds of dollars more.” 


Methods in Two Cities. 

A comparison of the New York and Chi- 
cago telephone service to the disparagement 
of the latter was furnished in a letter from 
Walter W. Pollock, secretary and treasurer 
of the Manufacturers’ Appraisal company, 
which has offices both in this and the east- 
ern city. Says Mr. Pollock: 

„The principal points of difference between 
the service of the Chicago and the New York 
telephone companies is in the discourteous 
manner in which it seems as if all of the 
Chicago Telephone company’s employés 
have a share, and in the uniform courtesy 
which has always been accorded us in our 
dealings with the New York company. 

‘tf anything is the matter with your tele- 
phone instruments in New York it is attend- 
ed to promptly, thus setting & good example 
to the Chicago company. In Chicago if you 
cannot reach a party you have called for 
the operator replies, ‘ The line is busy, please 
call again,’ while in New York the operator 
secures the number desired and keeps after 
it until it is not busy, and then calls you up 
to ascertain whether you still want the de- 
sired number.” 

See New Scheme of Company. 

Some of the subscribera to the copper 
metallic circuit service of the telephone com- 
pany entered a protest in the afternoon 
against a scheme which the company is said 
to have put in practice with the purpose of 
making life disagreeable to those patrons 
who have dared to take an hctive part in the 
fight against the company's rates. The gen- 
eral effect of the latest action of the company 
has been to put some of the independent ex- 
tension telephone instruments out of service, 
and, subscribers claim, to change metallic 
circuit lines to grounded " Mines. 

When a repair man appears at the office 
of a subscriber he announces that he has 
come to put in a “ lightning arrester " or a 
„ground wire.” After the ground wire has 
been put on the subscriber finds he is unable 
to get central on his extension instrument 
and when he calls up his main telephone there 
is a queer bugzing sound ike a number 
of people taiking at once. When the new wire 
is cut it becomes easy to get central as 
before and there is no buzzing sound either.

Increase in Pay to Both. 


KNOCKS OUT TWO PLATOONS.

The Chicago fire department was increased 
im strength by the addition of 189 men and 
the wages of firemen and policemen were 
raised by the council finance committee last 
The new men will be installed soon, |

End of Two Platoon Agitation. 
With this action the double platoon system 
advocated by certain of the privates of the 
fire department received its quietus for the 
current year at beast. The increased vote 
was urged by the officers of the department, 
who at the same time almost without ex- 
ception condemned the two shift system. 
The increases in the salary list will take 
effect Dec. 1 next. This was a compromise 
which the committee made on account of 
the city’s lack of funds. It was admitted 
by all the members that the firemen and 
policemen deserved the extra pay, the fire- 
men having been promised an increase for 
a couple of years. But after a consultation 
With Controller McGann Chairman Bennett 
reported that the money was not in sight just 
at present, 


One More Man for Each Company. 

But the aldermen disliked to put the peti- 
tloners off again until next year when it is 
calculated that the city will have more 
money. So as an earnest that the extra pay 
will be given next year the aldermen voted 
the increases and made them effective the 
last month of the current year. 

The addition to the fire force will give one 
more man to each company in the service. 
The advocates of this plan asked for only 
129, but the committee threw in ten more for 
good measure. This will give each fireman 
twenty-four hours off every six days instead 
of every twelve days as at present. 

The increase in pay voted to the patrol- 
men and operators will cost the city $291,000 
a year, or $24,000 for the one month for which 
the raise is effective in the current year. The 
increase for the fire department will cost 
$120,000 a year, or $10,000 for the current 


year. 
Urged by Chief Campion. 

Fire Marshal Campion came before the 
committee at the opening of the evening ses- 
sion and spoke briefly on the needs of the 
department. 

The chief asserted that the system is cham- 
pioned only by agitators, who he said num- 
ber less than ninety-five men in the depart- 
ment. The two platoon system is an im- 
possibility,“ said he. Its advocates do not 
look to the Interests of the city, and apparent- 
ly they care naught for public property or 
safety. They continue ranting on the sub- 
ject, with which they are filled, many of them 
spending little time at home with their fam- 
Mes, but going about preaching the two 
platoon doctrine, causing dissension among 
the rank and file.” 

At this point Ald. Zimmer spoke up. 1 
believe the two platoon system would be a 
benefit to the firedepartment,” he said, but 
it seems because of theopposition it eannot be 
put into operation. Since the agitation was 
begun ihe plan has caused much discontent 
in the department. I now suggest that we do 
all we can to get harmony in the department 
and let the two platoon system for the pres- 
ent, at least, be dropped.“ 


Do a Unique Work. 

Ald. Raymer then made a motion for the 
increase in the salaries of the firemen. 
~ ” Both the fireman and the policeman occu- 
py a unique position in civic fe,“ said he. 
“When they join their respective depart- 
ments they go into a semi-military life, sub- 
ject to call for duty at any moment, and as 
a matter of fact nearly always on duty. In 
view of these things I believe we should 
do whet little we oan to aid them and make 
| their Mves at least a little easier.“

Practically Has Coneluded to Ac- 
cept Seat on Supreme Bench. 


WILL: BE ANNOUNCED TODAY. 


His Decision Causes Joy Among the 


Presidential Possibilities. 


Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special.}— 
Secretary Taft returned from New York to- 
night after his family conference. He has 
not yet seen the president and on that ac- 
ount refuses to 3 regarding his answer 


He went away in two minds about the mat- 
ter, but he was undoubtedly much influenced 
by the manifest desire of the president ‘one 
he should accept the postition. 

Justice Brown will not retire until the close 
of the present session of the Supreme court, 
which will be late in May or early in October. 
It will not be necessary, therefore, for the 
secretary of war to give up his present work 
until just prior to the convening of the Su- 
preme court at ite October term. 

His decision in regard to the Supreme 
court vacancy will be announced at the 
White house tomorrow. The president has 
not been informed as to the result of the 
family council, at least personally, but he 
and the particular friends of Secretary Taft 
think the matter can be considered as de- 
cided. © 

Presidential Chances Were Ignored. 

It can be stated on the best authority that 
any hesitation the secretary of war may. 
have had in his own mind as to whether he 
should acoept or decline the offer made by 
the president was not based in any way upon 
the question of his presidential chances. 

Secretary Taft has aligned himself openly 
against Bose Cox in Cincinnati. The secre- 
tary’s speech at Akron is considered by the 
Herrick republicans to have been chiefly 
responsible for the defeat of their candidate 
for governor last fall. Secretary’ Taft and 
Senator Foraker have never been able to 
sleep in the same political bed for various 
reasons. 

It will de seen, therefore, that from the 
outset of u presidential campaign Secretary 
Taft would have to makea fight. He never 
has been in politics in the ordinary sense of 
the word and does not relish a personal po- 
litical battle. He realizes, his friends say, 
that he would have to fight for the delega- 
tion from his own state, fight for the dele- 
gates from other states, and then, if nomi- 
nated, fight for an election. 


Contest Would Be Distasteful. 

All this to a man of judicial temperament 
would be exceedingly distasteful, and, while 
the secretary of war has the natural ambi- 
tion of every American to become president, 
he does not believe he personally has the 
political faculty developed sufficiently to * 
able him to reach the goal. 

Most of his friends think otherwise. They 
believe he has a better chance for: the presi- 
dential nomination than any one man whose 
name has yet been mentioned, and certainly 
better than any other member of the cabinet, 

Secretary Taft is big and broad intellect- 
He has been be- 
fore the people and has made a reasonable 
success in every direction. 


Joy Among Dark Horses. 

If he announces his acceptance of the Su- 
preme court vacancy tomorrow, ae it is 
reasonably certain he will do, it will be good 
news to all prospective republican presiden- 
tial candidates. Vice President Fairbanks 
will be particularly benefited because In- 
diana naturally will expect.to get the sup- 
port of Ohio as a mere neighborhood mat- 
ter. Secretary Shaw and Secretary’ Root, 
both in the cabinet, are active presidential 
possibilities. Few people here believe that 
Mr. Root, in spite of his great capacity, has 
much chance for the nomination or to get 
any delegates outside of New England and 
the middle states, but he has a good deal 
better chance with Taft out of the way than 
otherwise, and the‘same thing undoubtedly 
is true of Secretary Shaw.

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Omaha Jail Battered In, but Mur- 
derers Had Been Removed. 


POLICE USE CLUBS FREELY.

Many Heads Broken but Crowd Finally 


Is Dispersed. 


Omaha, Neb., March 18, 2 a. m.—{Special. }— 
A mob bent on lynching eight murderers, five 
white men and three negroes, battered in the 
r eee 
city at midnight. 

A. oP Ss search ot the jail, however, 


Several days ago three negroes held up a 
street car and shot the conductor, James 
Fiury. The wife of one of the negroes took 
the story to the police and all three were 
arrested. One of them confessed. The street 
car men in the city made no concealment of 
thelr purpose to lynch the men if Flury died. 

In the jail waiting trial were five white 
men, three accused of murdering Nels 
ten, a saloonkeeper; another charged with 
killing a relative for the insurance money, 
and another for murdering a companion after 
a quarrel. 

“Phe street car conductor, Flury, died at 


7:30 o'clock last evening, and within an hour 


a crowd began to assemble around the jail. 


Fellow Employes Seek Revenge. 
After 11 o’clock the ranks of the crowd were 
swelled by the arrival of several hundred 
conductors, motormen, and barn émployés of 
the street railway company, eager for re- 
venga 
Sherif$ McDonald had an early tip that a 
lynching would be attempted and before the 
crowd was aware of his purpose took all of 
the eight murderers out of the jail toa place 


ot safety. 


Mob Smashes In Prison Door. 

At midmight there was a cheer as twenty 
men came through the crowd carrying 2 
heavy plece of timber twenty-four feet long. 
As many men as could get hold of it seized 
it, and, with a few wel delivered blowa, de- 
molished the outside doors of the jail. 

Forty or fifty men gained access to the ja. 
corridor, but by this time the police serves 
arrived and attacked the crowd outside. 

Sheriff McDonald assured the men inside 
the jail that the prisoners they wanted had 
been taken away. He offered to admit s 
committee inside the steel part of the jail to 
make a thorough search. 


Committee Inspects Empty Jail. 

His proposal was accepted and six street 
railway employés were appointed to fun- 
vestigate. 

After half an hour’s search the committee 
was convinced that the men wanted had been 
removed from the jail. 

By this time more police, summoned from 
several parts of the city, arrived. A vigorous 
attack was made on the men surrounding the 
jail. The police used their clubs freely and 
in ten minutes dispersed the crowds. 

When the mob battéred in the door it gained 
access only to the jail building. The struc- 
ture in which prisoners are confined isa huge 
cage of chilled steel two stories high. Ten 
years ago a mob armed with sledge hammers 
took four hours to break into this steel struc- 
ture.. It succeeded then and lynched a negro. 


‘LOSS $30,000 IN EARLY BLAZE. 


Part of Building and Stock of the Paper 
Mills Supply Company Con- 
sumed by Fire. 


A fire in a three story brick building at 50 
and 52 Custom House court early this morn- 
ing caused a loss of $20,000 on the building 
and $10,000 on stock of the Paper Mills Supply 
company, John Higgins, president. 

One hundred and fifty horses stabied at 48 
Custom House court in the barns of the Mc- 
Mann Teaming company were led out by 
firemen and the police from the Harrison 
street station. 

When Chief Campion and the menibers of 
engine company No. 10 reached the scene the 
fire was on the second floor, where it is be- 
lieved to have started. Sparks were carried 
for some distance and threatened other build 
ings in the vicinity,

Hamilton’s Heart in His Talk. 

Hamilton's appearance was not that of a 
sick man or a man who had been critically il. 
He was faultlessly dressed. His face showed 
her had nerved himself for this undertaking 
and he had counted its effect. With him came 
the son-in-law of Anthony N. Brady, and in 
the rear of the chamber stood Hamilton's

When he had concluded Senator John C. 
Fitzgerald stepped over to his side and shook 
hands with him. None of the life insurance 
people spoke to him and he was permitted to 
make his way out of the chamber. 

Andrew Hamilton was not the only one to 
demand that the present board of trustees 
should be legislated out of office. Samuel D. 
Untermyer and John De Witt pene also 
made similar arguments. 


Save Us from Corruption. 


Mr. Untermyer dismissed the claim of the | 


big lite insurance companies regarding the 
contingency reserve fund by claiming that 
the interest on their surplus was sufficient 


Nor such purposes, and if a contingency re- 


serve fund was necessary only the smaller 
companies needed it. He pleaded for a 
thorough house cleaning in all of the big 
insurance companies. 

“Save us from this bottomless pit of cor- 
ruption which exists,“ he exclaimed with 
much warmth of feeling. Tou have only 
scratched the surface. Strike while the 
policy holder is awake, or there will be a 
return to the conditions which the Armstrong 
committee has exposed. There should be a 
change in the trustees of the big companies 
at their scheduled meetings this spring. 
Don't wait until November. 

The New York Life never was under such 
one man control as it is today. When Me- 
Call was alive Mr. Perkins made a pretense 
of consulting him. Now there is no necessity 
of consulting any oné, and he does as he 
pleases." j 

“McIntosh made an earnest plea for the 
trustees of the New York Life Insurance 
company. Indeed, today’s arguments on the 
part of the companies’ representatives sa- 
vored of a desperate effort on the part of the 
trustees to preserve their own positions. 
It was when he had concluded stich an ad- 
Gress. that Hamilton came forward with his 
Vitriolic speech denouncing the trustees and 
urging that they be legisiated out of office, 
branding them ss “ hypocrites, lars, and 
ours.“ 


Hornblower Makes Denial. ‘ 

New York, March 15.—[ Special. I William 
B. Hornblower sald tonight, relative to An- 
drew Hamilton's charges: 

“So far as Judge Hamilton states or im- 
Plies that I acted as disbursing agent or had 
anything to do with disbursing funds in the 
Beers’ administration in legislative matters 
or anything else, it is absolutely untrue. So 
far as Judge Hamilton states that I knew of 
amounts of money paid to him for legislative 
or other purposes, as found by the Fowler 
committee report, it is untrue.’ 

The matter cf Beers’ pension, which Ham- 
ton referred to, was this: When Beers re- 
tired as head of the company back in the early 
90s the board of trustees voted him a pension 
of $30,000 a year. There was some doubt 
whether this pension was legal. The matter 
was referred to Mr. Hernblower and other 
eminent counsel.

York, March 106. —=lspectal J~The. re- 
publican county committee received a jolt to- 
night when James A. Allen sprung a résclu- 
tion pronouncing Senators Platt and Depew 
morally and politically unfit to occupy seats 
in the United States senate and demarding 
that they resign forthwith and that if they 
do not they be expelled.

Then the com- 
bined efforts of Lemuel Bly Quigg and Frank 
Raymond, both long time Platt followers, 
defeated the proposition, Ft was tabled by 
an overwhelming vote. 

Quige strove to head off the resolution and 
prevent ite being read. He was overruled by 
Chairman Herbert Parsons, who held the 
resolution. pertinent matter for the county 
committee to take up.- Quigg again inter- 
rupted the reading on points of order, but 
was overruled. 

Allen is a former astemblyman anda méem- 
ber of the county, committee. ‘“ Much to our 
shame and more to the shame of our party 
the great state of ‘New York is at present 
virtually without any representation in the 
United States senate,“ he said. It would 
be better for us if those seats were vacant.”’ 

The resolution alleged that recent disclos- 
ures concerning Platt and Depew have es- 
tablished that they are morally. and polit- 
ically unworthy of membership in the serate 
of the United States; that their presence 
there is a shameful reflection upon the honor, 
morals, and dignity of New York, an insult 
to the other states, and a menace to free gov- 
ernment; and that their usefulnes as se na- 
tors in all reepects had ceased.

Not- 
withstanding 5 physical handicap, his 
nimbleness of wit and his ability to play a 
part. would have enabled him to shine the

Insuring Freedom of Election. 

In order to assure freedom of ballots in 
elections for members ot the national as- 
sembly, the council of ministers is preparing 
a series of regulations for the punishment 
of those interfering with the normal course 
of the elections by threats of violence. 

Persons guilty of preventing members of 
the national assembly or council of the em- 
pire from proceeding from their homes to 
fulfill the duties to which they have been 
elected, shall be deprived of civil rights for 
from four to six years and imprisoned at hard 
labor. 

For damaging the housés of parliament or 
throwing bombs with the purpose of injuring 
them the penalty is prescribed of ten to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment at hard labor, 
or if such persons shall be armed they may 
be sentenced to fifteen or twenty years’ Im- 
prisonment, or to life imprisonment at hard 
labor.

LONDON, March 15—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Zungeru, Nigeria, says a 
British punitive force, commanded by Capt.

The British then 
advanced to Satiru, which they found to be 
strongly held. They bombarded the place. 
The defenders fought desperately, facing the 
British charges. The place finally was cap- 
tured at the point of the bayonet. The na- 
tives were driven out and pursued by mount- 
ed troops. More than 300 were killed, in- 
cluding their leader. The revolt now is 
crushed, the loyal chiefs codperating with 
the troops. One British officer was severely 
wounded.

American Reserve Taken Into Louisville 


Bankruptcy Court Brings Damage 
Suits Against .Accusers. 


Louisville, Ky., March 15-—Charges of 
fraud and insolvency were made in a suit 
filed late yesterday against the American 
Reserve Bond company of Chicago, asking 
for the appointment of a receiver for == 
coneern. This company was the result of a 
merger of the Southern Mutual Investment 
company of Lexington, Ky., the Colonial Se- 
curities, and the American Investment com- 
panies of St. Louis. 

The officers are charged with having formed 
the Austin Land and Lumber company for 
purposes of fraud, and that as a result of 
their operations the company is insolvent, 
with obligations of many millions of dollars. 

After the filing of this suit the bond com- 
pany filed a counter suit against a long list 
of defendants, mostly residents of Kentucky, 
charging them with instigating a fictitious 
investigation to depreciate the value of the 
company’s investments. The company asks

MONKEYS FOR EXPERIMENTS. 


Professors in Physiology Department 
Will Use Simians in Place of Dogs in 
Their Work.

University of Ghicago professors are going 
to study monkeys) 

As soon 386 possible a large number “of 
representative simians will be imported from 
Africa and shipped to the physiology building 
of the university, Where quarters have been 
Prepared fer them. It is Said that as many 
‘as 100 will be brought from the groves of the 

central parts of the dark continent. 

Members of the faculty of the medical 
department of the university ure trtereste® 
keenly in the study of the development of the 
ahimals. It ia the plan of the members of 
the physiology department to experiment 
upon them, using them to a certain extent in 
place of dogs, the animale now most used in 
research experiments. 

Members of the physiology department are 
said to have been considering for some time 
the advisability of importing monkeys, but 
were able to come to no satisfactory de- 
cision regarding the enterprise until ihe re- 
sults of the venture at Johns Mopkins proved 
successful. Johne Hopkins is said to be tha 
only university in the world where monkeys 
are now used for experimental purposes. 

A year ago members of the physiology de- 
partment secured a monkey for experfnental 
purposes. He was nourished and prepared 
for the first experiment, but on the way to the 
operating table the monkey became fright- 
ened, and before they could begin the tests 
the animal became afflicted with heart dis- 
ease and died. 

It is stated officially that the monkeys will 
not be used for experimenting purposes in 
the classroom or in the laboratory. They will 
be used only in research work.

A social settlement designed to compete 
directly with neighboring saloons.and dance 
halls, offering opportunities for refreshment 
as well as clubrooms, a gymnasium, and in- 
door games, is the most recent development 
in Chicago teligious work.

There will always be open house, 
and, while religious work will be carried on to 
a degree, no restrictione as to religious afMilia- 
tions will be placed. 

Second church is im the exact geographical 
center of one of the most densely saloon in- 
tested regions of the city. Immediately 
around the church is a district composed al- 
most entirely of boarding houses, in which 
live thousands of young’ men and women 
who spend their days in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

In the whole region, according to Dr. Stm- 
ton, there ie not a single place where young 
people can go for social pastime except the 
saloons, dance halle, and dives. It is torem- 
edy these conditions thet the settlement work 
is u en. 

„We are determined to hold the fort, in- 
stead o moving out to wsurround- 
ings, as Other oſty ehurches have done. Our 
membership is scattered over thé city,’’ said 
Dr. Straton, but we feel that there is a 
great field for service here.

ZEN’S CHARGES DISMISSED. — 


Civil Service Commission, After All 
Day Session, Exonerates Deputy

“Erasing, of Name“ Explained. 

One of the principal charges was that Mr. 
Stanhope had approved the plans of the 
Washington Park fireproof warehouse and 
then erased his name from the plans when 
they were found defective. When the mat- 
ter was explained it was found that Mr. Stan- 
hope’s name had not been placed on the 
plans, but that only a portion of the stamp 
had deen used, the name being. obliterated 
by placing a piece of paper over that part 
of the sta 

Some of the igtters of the name were not 
covered. by the paper, and when Commis- 
sioner Bartzen saw the. plans he jumped to 
the conclusion that Stanhope’s name had 
been erased mysteriously. 

Mr. Stanhopelexplaingd that the architects 
wanted George Williams, Who then was 
building commissioner, to approve the plans, 
but he refused to do.so.. Btanhope said for 
that reason Re only Hud plated & portion of 

the stamp upon the plans in order to —.— 
Mr. Williams. to insert his Agnature. 
former building commissioner later 2 re- 
fused to approve the plans, so they remained 
without the signature.

victims and demand money or their lives, but 


who levy tribute in freight rates which are as 
high as the traffic will bear, deny access to 
market, monopolize with brazen effrontery 
one of the prime necessaries of life—coal-- 
and in every way show their absolute con- 
tempt for the people and the people's rights.“ 


Senator Newland’s Views. 

The views of Senator Newlands of Nevada 
on the rate bill aleo were presented to the 
senate.

Which Passed the Legislature—His 
Contention, t Sustained, Will Mean

State's Attorney John J. Healy Fart 
made an attack on the law regulating the 
salariés of the state’s attorney and the judges 
of the Superior and Circuit courts, If his 
contention is sustained the fee and fines sys- 
tem in the state's-attorney’s office will be re- 
instated and the salaries of the judges may 
be decreased: from the present $10,000 a year 
to the $7,000 yearly which they received be- 
fore the law was passed. 

The contention of the state’s attorney as 
presented at the trial of the test case brought 
against him by Cook county to recover $7,200 
in fees retained by Mr. Healy until the 
validity of the law can be determined is that 
the law which was signed by Gov. Yates 
May 10, 1901, was not the law which gee 
the house and the senate. 


Says Change Was Unauthorized. 
Before the final:reading of the. bill it was 
amended so that the section relating to the 
salaries of the judges should read 610,000 a 
year instead of $12,000. Then it was passed 
both by the house and the senate and sent to 
the governor for his approval. 

Before it was signed, it is asserted by Mr. 
Healy, an engrossing clerk noticed the dif- 
ference between the salaries of the judges 
and the state’s attorney. A section of the 
constitution provides that the salaries of the 
judges shall not be less than that of the 
state’s attorney. It is claimed by Mr. Healy 
that the clerk, without any action by either 
house or sénate, changed the bill to read 
$10,000 for both judges and state's attorney. 

If Judge Windes holds that an unauthorized 
change was made in the bill before the signa- 
ture of the governor, Mr. Healy will argue 
that the section relating to the salary of the 
state’s attorney is invalid and that that offi- 
cial acts now under the old fee system and 
not under the salary law. 


Lawyers Differ on Question. 


Attorney Frank L. Shepard and Assistant 
County Attorney Struckman, who represent 
the county in the proceedings, both asserted 
that if the contention of Mr. Healy ia upheld 
the entire law will be vitiated and that 
the salaries of the judges will be decreased 
to the $7,000 they received before the passage 
of the law. There is a difference of opinion 
among judges and lawyers on that phase of 
the question, many holding that a section 
or even a portion of a section may be de- 
clared- invalid without affecting the other 
parts of the law. 

Origin of the Suit. 

The suit before Judge Windes was brought 
by County Attorney Lewis to determine 
whether the fees of the office should be paid 
into the county treasurer or the county su- 
perintendent of schools. Since the passage 
of the law Mr. Healy has agreed to abide 
by the law even in the event of a decision 
by the courts declaring [ts provision regard- 
ing his office unconstituticnel. He said in 
the afternoon that he would not accept more 
than the 2 000 allowed him by law.

ests offends him. He sees in it a scangal- 
ous reflection upon the character and dig: 
nity of what some of its members call the 
most distinguished legislative body on 
earth. He says there are no such sena- 
tors, and that every senator when legislat- 
ing is supposed to be governed only by hik 
judgment as to what will be constitutional 
and of benefit to the country. 

That is the supposition. The senator 
who believes that it is the universal prac- 
tice of all his associates is the victim of a 
pleasing delusion. He cannot see what 
the public can, that there are senators 
whose judgments are governed and whose 
votes are dictated by railroads, or indus- 
trial corporations, or other special inter- 
ests. 

Senator Lodge is another senator who is 
unable to recognize palpable truths when 
they clash with his views of the lofty diz- 
nity of the senate. Senator Rayner said 
in his speech on the Hepburn rate bill, “I 
would advise the railroads, as their 
friend, to let the conflict cease.” He 
knows, as does the public, that if the rail- 
roads did not resist the rate regulation 
measure it would slip through the senate 
without difficulty. 

“Do you mean to say,” interrupted 
Senator Lodge, “that the railroads can 
say what shall or shall not be? Are the 
railroads sitting as legislators?’ 

“T mean,” sald the senator from Mary- 
land, “that if the railroads met tonight 
and agreed to strike out the words to 
suspend —authoriszing the courts to sts- 
pend a rate fixed by the commission— 
“they would be struck out.” 

Pretty much everybody will agree with 
Senator Rayner. If a special interest 
were to withdraw its objection to legisla- 
tion the senators who represented it would 
withdraw theirs. A measure which had 
seemed to them unconstitutional and not 
for the public good would become lawful 
and expedient. 

No indignant assurances of senators to 
the contrary can change the disagreeable 
fact that there are senators who represent 
special interests, and that through. them 
those interests often profoundly influence 
senatorial legislation. The railroads are 
not “sitting as legislators,” but they have 
representatives who are. 


BE GOOD, BE NOT TOO GOOD. 


Secretary Taft, who has had enough ex- 
perience in polities to give Ris words weight, 
has been giving some practical advice to the 
Roosevelt Republican club of Cineinnati. 
The essential part of it is the sentence: 
“The victory will be worse than useless 
unless some means are devised to make its 
effects permanent.“ The temptation to rest 
on one’s arms after administering a crush- 
ing defeat to an adversary is natural but 
fatal. The lack of a definite organization to 
continue the good work is the cause of fail- 
ure of many a movement which starts ‘with 
every prospect of permapent success, 

A victory of bolters or reformers over a 
machine is won through the temporary con- 
centration of independent forces. The ma- 
chine, as the name implies, has more unity, 
more permanence, and less thinking power. 
It will do what it is told to do, Mr. Taft 
advises young men who wish to seé their 
high ideals realized in practical politics to 
identify themselves with ‘a party organiza- 
tion. The organization is always at work. 
There may be no issue of importance before 
the voters, nothing to waken the enthusiasm 
of the independents, or to induce the indiffer- 
ent to cast a ballot. On such an occasion the 
organization is always ready with its candi- 
dates. If a young man, or a group of young |, 
men, is not allied with the organization he 
has no voice in the choice of candidates. 
The offices to be filled may be minor ones; 
that is no reason why they should be turned 
over to grafters. 

On the other hand, the American custom 
allows a certain right on the part of those 
who work hard for party success to reap a 
portion of the advantages of victory. A 
young man in pojitics who assumes a “ holier 
than thou” attitude and claims all the 
offices for himself and the other members of 
his reform club, on the ground that they are 
the only disinterested candidates, may es- 
cape being called a hypocrite, but he can
